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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarifs 

1 . Applicant failed to respond to a non-compliance notice mailed in March 17, 2005. 
Therefore two additional claims (daim 4 and 5) were not entered and will not be 
examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The foltowing is a quotatk>n of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2. second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly dainri the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 2 recite the limitation "said first surface portion" in lines 4 and 8-9. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the daim. 

Claims 1 and 2 recite the limitation 'said battery" in line 5. There Is insuffldent 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the daim. It is suggested to change to 'said solar 
battery" 

Claims 1 and 2 recite the limitations 'such upper surface" in line 5. It is undear 
whether this upper surface is the first surfece or other surface. 

Claims 1 and 2 recite the limitation 'said upper surface position" in line 7. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation In the daim. 
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Claims 1 and 2 recite the limitation ''said upper portbn t>eing position" in line 8. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the daim. It is suggested to 
change to ''said upper portion area being positioned" 

Claims 1 and 2 recite the limitation "said tower surface portion" in lines 10 and 
12-14. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the daim. 

Claim 1 and 2 recite the limitation "said first surface position" in line 1 1 . There is 
insuffldent antecedent basis for this llmitatton in the daim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotatfon of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office actton: 

A person shall be ent^ to a patent unless - 

(p) the Invention was patented or describecl In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Kressei 
et al. (US Patent 4070206). 

Regarding claims 1-2, as seen in Figure 7. Kressei et al. discloses a solar battery 
(110) which is similar to solar battery (10) in Figures 1-2 (See col. 5 lines 43-64). The 
solar battery (110) comprises a first surface (114) adapted to be faced toward the sun to 
receive solar energy; a second surface (116) positioned opposite to and facing away 
from the first surface and adapted to receive solar energy input (such as solar radiation 
1 58 and 156); a upper portion (or first layer 118) positioned adjacent and under the first 
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surface (1 14); a lower porton (or second layer 120) wherein the first and second 
portions (1 18 and 120 which are equivalent to 28 and 20 in Figure 1) are of the same 
conductivity type, for example P or N (See col. 2 line 1 9 to col. 3 line 17); an 
intemnediate portion (or third layer 1 22 as seen in Figure 7 or 22 as seen in Figure 1 ) 
disposed t>etween the upper portion and lower portion and is of a conductivity type 
opposite to that of the first and second layers (1 1 8 and 1 20 - See col. 2 lines 35-40): 
and a solar energy direction means (or reflecting means 160) positioned to redirect 
solar rays (such as 158 and 156) to the second surface. For example, in the case the 
first and second layers (or instant upper and lower potions) are of P-type conductivity, 
the first and second layers (or instant upper and lower portions) have a net positive 

charge, the third layer (or instant intermediate portion) is of N-type conductivity, 
or has a net negative charge as per instant daim 1 . In the case the first and second 
layers are of N-type conductivity, the first and second layers (or instant upper and lower 
portions) have a net negative charge, the third layer (or instant intermediate portion) is 
of P-type conductivity, or has a net positive charge as per instant claim 2. 

Regarding daim 3, as seen in Figure 7, Kressel et al. disdoses a solar battery 
(110) adapted to receive solar energy for energizing the solar battery for eventual 
oonverston of the solar energy to electricity comprising a sdar battery (1 10) having a 
first surface (1 14) for receiving solar energy for energy conversion and a second 
surfece (1 16) for receiving and using a second source of energy (unfiltered radiation 
158 and filtered radiation 156 - See col. 6 lines 28-38) to supplement the solar energy 
input into the solar battery. 
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4. Claims 2-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Shelpuk 
(US Patent 4153476). 

Regarding daim 2, as seen in Figures 3 and 7, Shelpul^ discloses a solar battery 
comprising a first surface (upper surtece 34) adapted to be faced toward the sun to 
receive solar energy; a second surface (lower surface 36) opposite to and feeing away 
from the first surface and adapted receive solar energy input; an upper portion (upper 
layer N silicon layer 44) having a net negative charge; a lower portion (lower N silicon 
layer 44) having a net negative charge; an intenmediate portion (P silicon wafer 42) 
disposed between the upper portion and lower portion and comprised a net positive 
charge (P-type); a solar energy direction means (pedestal 22) for redirecting solar rays 
to the second surface (36) of the solar cell (32). (See cdl. 3 line 1 1 to col. 5 line 20). 

Regarding claim 3, as seen in Figure 3, Shelpuk discloses a solar cell battery 
(12) adapted to receive solar energy for energizing the solar battery for eventual 
conversion of the solar energy to electricity comprising a solar battery having a first 
surfece (upper surfece 34) for receiving solar energy for energy conyerston and a 
second surface for receiving and using a second source of energy (such as reflected 
solar rays B as seen in Figure 3) to supplement the solar energy input into the solar 
battery. (See col. 3 line 1 1 to col. 4 line 23)
